Benelits of the System Described. 


| 
Some of the advantages of a sys- 
tem such as this have been found to 
be: One quickly gets to Know the 
individual lambs by their numbers 
and their development is watched 
with interest; good mothers and poor 
mothers are known by their lambs 
and how they ‘care for and.feed them. 
This quality is often overlooked in 
Sheep but is most important. For a 
ewe loosing a single lamb a needy 
twin can easily be found to take its 
place and properly guarded till fully 
adopted. Lambs needing help for any 
reason are easily found and ewes re- 
cognized that can spare a feed for 
them. When two or more are in 
charge of the flock, it is an easy mat- 
ter for the one to point out to the 
other what lambs need attention, By 
the adoption of this system of mark- 
ing a complete “Record ot Perform- 
ance’ at lambing time is easy to 
keep, and one will be better able to 
cull out the undesirable ewes and 
their offspring, if any, keeping only 
those that prove good breeders and 
good mothers.—-C. W. Laidlaw, De- 
monstration Farm, New Liskeard. 


About Seed Corn, 


In districts where corn growing is 
an assured success the greatest cause 
of low yields is poor-seed, © This 
should not be so. Thé use of poor 
seed is unprofitable and causes_the 
loss of large sums of money each 
year, a only in loss of crop, bit 
in logs f labor and use of tools in 
tiling, caren that have but a- thin 
or less than 100 per cent, stand of 
crop. With corn planted, 42 x42, 
there are 3,556 hills per acre if no 
losses occur through headlands. Us- 
ing four seeds ‘per hill, there would 
be 14,224 plants if all seed grew and 
developed strong plants. If each 
plant gave an eight-ounce ear, the 
yield would be 104 bushels per acre. 
If only one plant in each hill gave 
an eight-ounce ear, the yield would 
be 26 bushels per acre. Now the 
work and ehse of interest on in- 
vestment, ertilizing the * land, 
ploushing, planting. and cultivating 
would be the same for a perfect 
stand as for a twenty-live per cent. 
or a thirty-three per cent. crop. Good 
seed is, therefore, the first insurance 
for a a 100~per ent. stand in the corn 
field.—L. Stevens0m, a *

This methods requires a minimum 
of attention, it is ,easy to prepare, 
and it is sure. Whe box used as a 
container for the sawdust can be of 
any convenient size, easy to handle or

acres. ‘ne seed bed is prepared as 
follows: Pack moist sawdust to the 


depth of three inches im the box (old. 


or dry sawdust, hardwood sawdust is 
to be desired). Mark off in squares 
2 tax 242 inches with pencil a piece 


“of cotton sheeting checkerboard tash- 


ion, number the squares. Lay this 
sheet ‘over the sawdust, press. down 
and moisten. .Take six grains of 
corn from) the @ars to be tested; two 
from near the butt, two from the 
center and two from near the tip, 
and place these in each square, hum- 
ber the ear to correspond with the 
humber of the square in which the 
six grains are placed. Using a piece 
of cotton of the same dimension as 


the box, lay it over the seed and 


press down gently, do not disturb the 
corn in the numbered spaces. Tdke a 
second cloth large enough to fold 
both ways or about twice the size of 
the box, lay this larger clotn over 
the box in such a way that it extends 
all around, cover the box area with 
warm, moist sawdust, piling directly 
on the last applied large clotn, pack 
the sawdust down well, by treading 
or stamping with a brick or heavy 
block of wood. This tayer of saw- 
dust should be two inches thick when 
firmed. Fold the extending portions 
of the cloth over the sawdust form- 
ing as it were a large pillow or pad. 
Allow Kight or Ten Days for Results, 


When this has been done, the box 
or. boxes should be set away in a 
stable or room where the tempera- 
ture is always above freezing and 
generally maintained at 60 to 70 
degrees. If mice abound, cover the 
box with a wire screen. After eight 
or ten days examine the germination 
for results, lift off the sawdust pad 
and then very carefully roll back the 
cloth that is in direct contact with 
the corn, Take note of the germin- 
alion of the kernels in each num- 
bered square, and save or discard 
ording to the strength of germ- 
inatiGae.Every ear that has given 


kernels should .be thrown into the 
teed bin, and only those showing 
great vigor and freedom from mould 
should be used. At the end of ten 
days the sprout and roots should be 
at least two inches long. The box,

Piscatorial World. 

The most interesting things about 
fishes, the same as about people, are 
often never told! life is a business 
with them just as it is with us. 

Modern fishes are quite different 
from their ancestors. More properly. 
‘we should say that our ideas about 
fishes are the things that have 
changed. 
and think. There are fishes that 
actually leave the water and have 
been known to climb trees, but one 
of the fiinniest things is a seasick 
fish. They have been known to get 
seasick just like people, especially 
when being transported in tanks on 
board a steamer, 

The old-time philosophers and sci- 
entific men used to find a whole lot 
of direful things for sailors to en 
counter on the deep. There were 
constant miracles of fishes then 
There were octopuses that strangled 
shipa and crews. The ashes of the 
sea horse, mixed with wine, would 
produce coughing, hot flushes and 
death, and if you were lucky enough 
to recover, you wou forever want 
to be sailing the seas. These old- 
time philosophers did not know all 
the fisiies that lived in the deep, and 
so they imagined a lot of monsters 
and peculiar things therein for good 
measure 

The modern-day miracles of. fishes 
lié in the niodern discoveries about 
these same fishes that the old-time 


ést jungle and the other is the deep- 
esl ocean. The odds belong to the 
‘ocean when it comes to cataloging, 
unknown things, beeause. there ig 
such a variety of minute as well as 
larger forms of life. There nave 
been explorations of ocean depths; 
but, of course, one can gearcely walk 
about there at leisure and examine 
everything that comes into. view. 
Knowledge of fishes has always been 
more limited than that concerning 
terrestrial animals because the latter 
are more available. 

It now seems ‘certain, according to 
the latest scientific Invéstigations, 
that fishes do occasionally take a 
snooze, even if they cannot close 
their, eyes. Recently the fishes in an 
aquarium were examined after mid- 
night with the light turned low. The 
fishes had assumed unusual positions, 
and when the light was suddenly 
turned up they became livelier.

BURIED IX GRAVEL. 


Parents Lay Their Eggs In Autumn 
Just Before They Die, and In the 
Springtime the Little Fish Are 
Ready for Hirth — They Have 
Adventurous Babyhood, and Dan- 
gers Are Many. *»

workmen have taken the south-bound 
boat, the Japanese fishing fleets have 
set out on a course which leads to 
other fishing grounds and the Indians 
have disappeared leisurely, unosten- 
tatiously, after the manner of their 


kind. At each establishmen*.a watch- 
tian and a féw handy workmen have 
heen left to overhaul.the cannery- 
owned fishing boats, stow the nets 


piles over the water, which during 
the summer were bustling litile ports, 
are now aeserted. 

Great schools of salmon have been 
caught and canned, and now, either 
in wholesale warehouse or gaudily 
labelled on grocers’ shelves, - await 
that down-trodden mortal, the coun- 
sumer, 

Let us forget the canneries and 
follow to its headwaters one of the 
great-salmon rivers of British Colum- 
bia: Scores, hundreds, even a thovu- 
sand miles inland on the clean gravel 
bars of countless spawning grounds 
the last act of the annual draina of 
the salmun is drawing to a close. 
What were once vigorous, perfectly- 
proportioned salmon, sheathed in sil- 
ver, have become gaunt, battered, 
misshapen things that, no longer 
able to head into the current, give 
up the fight and, when the lingering 
epark of life has faded out, are cast 
up on sand bars and riffies. Then 
come the bears, the eagles and the 
gulls and sie against the cold of 
winter; these and nature’s other 
helper, time, are the stage hands 
that clean the stage for the next an- 
nual performance of the piece that 
is nobody knows how old. : 

A month or two before their death 
these schools of salmon ascended the 
swift rivers, working their way 
through the maze of log jams and 
struggling up yrapids, sometimes 
leaping low falls, in their fight to 
gain the headwaters; in most cases 
to the very places where four years 
ago their parents came and spawned 
and died. 

Unlike its cousins of the Atlantic, 
the Pacific salmon spawns but once. 
The eggs, round, red, and about a 
quarter of an inch in diameter, have 
been deposited in the beds gouged 
in the gravel by the spawning fish. 
The swiftly-moving “water nas filled 
in the beds and, securely buried,.the 
process of incubation starts, so that 
while life is ebbing from the parent 
fish, it is stirring in each of its many 
eggs. For several weeks, depending 
on the temperature of the water, 
there is no apparent change in the

Printing, Cloth, 

In the days before the printing 
machine was invented or even until 
its use became seneral, calico cloth 
Was printed by nand by the block 
method: By this method the design 
was outiined on the surface of a 
wooden block, the outlines were 
bounded by pieces of brass or copper 
and the surface filled in. with felt 
to hold the color, and sometimes de- 
signs of as many as three or four 
colors were printed by this method. 
When the block was completed it was 
dipped in a color box and the pat- 
érn was theh impressed upon tne 
fabric by stamping by hand; and for 
each color to be printed the cloth 
had to be stamped by a separate 
‘operation, The work was slow and 
laborious and in printing even some 
patterns that were printed in those 
days it would take a man: and one 
or two helpers a whole year to print
